r Chu rchill are going into confer­ 
ence withou t employing the cu stom­ 
ary smoke-screen of secrecy, and 
a.s a matter of fact haven’t even 
attempted to conceal the approach j 
cf w h a t is likely to be one of the ' 
most momentou s meetings of the 
war. 
This doesn’t mean that the forth­ 
coming parley 
will be held in the 
open for all to hear. 
We are left 
to figu re ou t for ou rselves what 
q u estions will be debated a t this 
ciitical moment. Still, the trend of 
events indicate that there are at 
least two major 
problems 
with 
which th e conference will be con­ 
cerned. and 
they are these: 
1 
The opening u p of th at mu ch 
and warmly debated front in west­ 
ern Eu rope, so as to capitalize to 
the fu ll the amazing su ccess of the 
Red offensive. 
2. The post-war policy which will 
bring the best cooperation among 
the United States, Ru ssia and Brit­ 
ain in particu lar, and the other Al­ 
lies in general. 
This contemplates 
the probability that the Mu sco­ 
vites are likely to emerge from the 
war a.s the dominant power both in 
Eu rope and the Orient. 
These q u estions wou ld seem to 
be u rgent becau se of the u nexpect­ 
ed speediness of the Allied su ccess­ 
es both in Ru csia and in the Med­ 
iterranean 
theater. 
Plans which 
were m ade at the last meeting of 
the Allied chief presu mably need 
bringing u p to date. 
From the military standpoint the 
q u estion wou ld seem to be what we 
do when we have finished with Sic­ 
ily 
There has been considerable 
talk of a q u ick invasion of the Ital­ 
ian mainland, to take advantage of 
the patent weakness there. 
How­ 
ever. the more one contemplates the 
task of invading and 
subduing the 
peninsu la as the next major mov e 
the iess attractiv e It appears—a lot 
of tabor for a return of doubtful 
valu e. 
The conquest o f Italy ha» 
lost mu ch of Its fire, what with the 
deflation of Mussolini and the rel­ 
egation of fascism to the ash-eaS. 
T h e n u 
t we want to crack Is 
1 Hitler, and we want to get at 
him the q u ickest way possible. The 
Ru ssians again are urgently point­ 
ing ou t that the speedy way 
to 
smash the Fuehrer la to open up 
thet new front in France, while the 
Red armies hav e the Nazis on the 
ru n in the east. This wou ld place 
the Boche between two mighty mill­ 
stones. 
That’s a logical move, providing 
the Anglo-American Allies are cap­ 
able of u ndertaking w hat u ndou bt­ 
edly wou ld be one of the greatest 
and most dangerou s operations of 
the whole war—a landing in France 
from England.

Thursday. 
The largest 
numbers 
should be seen Wednesday night, 
and the best time is after midnight 
alter the moon has set. 
The meteors are small, usually 
not much bigger than grains of 
sand. They are swift, travelling 
at more than 40 miles a second at 
about 60 miles above the earth. 
Size and speed combine to give them 
the appearance of little tear-drops. 
For this reason the Irish, centuries 
ago, named them the tears of St. 
Lawrence. 
The Mexicans dubbed them flying 
hairs, due to another peculiarity. 
Many leave fleeting trails, which 
appear to be very slender, occasion­ 
ally giving the illusion of a train 
of tiny sparks. 
They are part of a vast river of 
meteors, whose orbit is between 
two and three billion miles long. 
That takes them thousands of times 
farther away from the sun than the 
earth at its greatest distance. This 
orbit stands on its head in refer­ 
ence to the plane of the earth's 
orbit. Almost literally these persetds 
come down from above. 
Each midsummer the earth cuts 
through the 
stream 
in 
August. 
The width of the stream has been 
variously estimated a t from a few 
million miles to 15,000,000 miles. 
Perwelds take 108 years to make 
the circuit of the sun. Their orbit 
coincides with Tuttle’s comet, which 
is due to return to sight of the 
earth in 19 83. 
Anywhere from 10 to 60 of these 
meteors are likely to be visible each 
hour especially after midnight.

Meal Shortage Is Laid 
To Restaurant Purchases 


CHICAGO, Aug. 11—The National 
Retail Meat Dealers’ 
association, 
blaming the shortage of beef for re­ 
tail sale upon large sales to res­ 
taurants, called today for rationing 
of meat supplies to eating places 
similar to that covering meat deal­ 
ers. 
A resolution adopted at the as­ 
sociation’s 58th 
emergency 
food 
council declared "because of the 
higher ceiling price for restaurants 
and hotels the retail meat dealer 
must .take what is left over but 
most of the time there are no left­ 
overs.”

Liberalization

home on furlough. 
Effective Aug. 24, this amend­ 
ment will enable any person on ac­ 
tive duty with the United States 
armed forces to drive 
without 
a 
license, providing such person was 
licensed by the state at the time 
oi entering military service. 
Another provision affecting per­ 
sons in the armed services provides 
that the registrar of motor vehicles 
may waive examination for a driver 
license. Presentation by the service 
man or woman of an honorable dis­ 
charge certificate showing the per­ 
son has no physical or mental dis­ 
abilities will be sufficient to obtain 
the registrar's waiver. 
Age limit for a chauffeur’s per­ 
mit has been reduced from 18 to 16 
years. 
No chauffeur or operator 
permit shall be issued, however, to 
a person under 16 except that the 
registrar may 
issue a 
restricted 
license to a person of 14 or 15 years. 
Financial Responsibility 
To promote 
safety 
on 
Ohio’s 
st.eets and roads and to insure 
adequate financial compensation to 
innocent victims of accidents in­ 
volving 
motor 
vehicles, 
amend­ 
ments to the safety financial res­ 
ponsibility law. passed by the 1943 
general assembly, are of the utmost 
importance to every car owner and 
car driver. 
These amendments become effec­ 
tive Sept. 20. 
Thereafter when a Judgment is 
obtained 
in

court 
of 
record 
against an 
individual 
in conse­ 
quence of a motor vehicle accident 
or collision, he must satisfy the 
judgment or have his driving rights 
lifted for five years. 
These driving rights cannot be 
suspended, however, until the regis­ 
trar of motor vehicles has served 
notice 
requiring

to 
satisfy or stay 
execution 
of 
the 
Judgment within 30 days from date 


of the notice, or show cause why 
the driving license should not be 
lilted. 
The registrar is required to va­ 
cate the

come effective. 
Moreover, in cases where the op­ 
erator of a motor vehicle is con- i 
vie ted of manslaughter resulting 
from operation of a car; operating

is used, the registrar shall revoke 
the offender's driving license for 
three years unless that person shall 1 
have satisfied the registrar of his 
ability to meet all damages.

MADISON, Wis., Aug 11—A sol­ 
dier studies algebra while bounc­

8uch pictures are not fancy; 
they are part of the record of the 
United States Aimed Forces insti­ 
tute. 
Scores of 
statements 
like 
these are on file at the institute’s 
headquarters. 
They express the appreciation of 
some 40,000 soldiers, sailors, 
ma­ 
rines, coast guards, WAC8, WAVES 
and SPARS now enrolled in the 
courses offered by the institute in 
co-operation with 
82 
universities 
and colleges. 
Mall sacks bring an average of 
1,500 applications a week, in addi­ 
tion to about 6,000 lesson reports 
and letters each day. 
Thumbing 
through 
the 
stack, 
Lieut. Col. William R. Young. Insti­ 
tute commandant, comes upon a 
sailor's apologetic note from some­ 
where in the Pacific; he was unable 
to get ashore to buy drawing paper 
and had to use the back of an old 
map to prepare his lesson in trig­ 
onometry. 
Wo rk Under Handicaps 
“Many of them work under han­ 
dicaps,’’ Col. 
Young 
comments. 
“But they're game. 
They stick 
with it." 
The Institute was founded April 
1, 1942. by the War department to 
serve army personnel 
below 
the 
rank of commissioned officers. 
It 
was expanded later to Include the 
other branches of the armed serv- 
icea 
More than 700 courses are 
offered, some directly by the in­ 
stitute. but most of them through 
affiliated schools. * 
About 60 per cent of the students 
are stationed overseas; the average 
enrollee is 25 years of age; and 
has been in service 17 months. The 
army, insisting on uninterrupted at­ 
tention to basic training, does not 
permit personnel to 
enroll 
until 
they have been in service at least 
four months. 
Member» of other 
services 
can enroll two months 
after induction. 
The cost to the students is nom­ 


inal. For the institute courses, the 
fee is 12 each. 
Foi courses taken 
through cooperating .schools, the fee 
is one half the normal charge, the 
other half being alloted by the 
branch of the service in which the 
enrollee is serving. 
Although the program is running ( 
smoothly, after 15 months of opera­ 
tion. Institute officials are develop- | 
ing new educational facilities all the 
time, such as self-teaching 
tex'- 
books and foreign languge instruc ­ 
tion through use of phonograph 
j 
records. 
Their plan is to equip 
American service men and women i 
with a basic knowledge of the lan­ 
guage used In whatever part of the 
world they are sent.
